Albany , N. Y., Oct. 18.—William Sul­ 
zer, dep osed governor of New York, 
issued a statement in which he de­ 
clared he had been removed by "Mur­ 
p hy ’s high court of infamy .” 
"Murp hy controlled the assembly 
and ordered 
the imp eachment,” 
he 
said. “He controlled most of the mem­ 
bers of the court and dictated p roced­ 
ure and wrote the judgment. 
He was 
the judge and jury ; the p rosecutor 
and the bailiff.” 
Sulzer declared that his trial was a 
"p olitical ly nching as far as the Tam- 
xnany ized p art of the court was con­ 
cerned—the continuation of a deep 
laid p olitical consp iracy to oust me 
from office.” 
Soon after Mr. Sulzer had been noti­ 
fied of the decision of the imp each­ 
ment court he received a telegram ! 
asking him to accep t the nomination ! 
of the Progressive p arty for congress I 
in the Twentieth district to take the 
p lace#of Oscar S. Straus, who recently 
declintnl the nomination. 
Max B. Huerlstein, a member of the 
Progressive p arty committee on vacan­ 
cies in the district, was authority for 
the offer. 


C a lls M ethods "S ta r Cham ber. ” 
Mr. Sulzer’s long awaited statement 
characterized the secret sessions of 
the court as "star chamber p roceed­ 
ings, where the enemies of the state 
could work for my conviction undis­ 
covered.” 
He asserted he had not taken the 
stand in his own defense because he 
realized that his story attacking the 
Tammany leader would be ruled out. 
"Had I but served the boss with 
half the zeal I did the state, William 
Sulzer would never have been im­ 
p eached,” he said. 
"A horse thief in 
frontier 
day s 
would have received a squarer deal. 
"Mr. Murp hy was the judge and 
jury , the p rosecutor and bailiff. 
"They called it ‘the high court of 
imp eachment,’ but history will call it 
‘Murp hy ’s high court of infamy .' 
"I ap p eal from Murp hy ’s court to 
the sober reflection of p ublic op inion. 
"When I set in motion the wheels 
of justice to stop the looting of the 
state # Murp hy threaten il 
me 
with 
degradation. 
“I have lost my office, hut I have 
kep t my self-resp ect; 
no 
governor 
can serve God and Mammon." 
The verdict of the court was that 
Sulzer was guilty 
of 
falsification, 
p erjury and an attemp t to sup p ress 
evidence against him. 


Acquitted on Four Charges. 
Of all other charges he was ac­ 
quitted, the- court unanimously voting 
him not guilty of the four remaining 
articles of imp eachment. 
By a virtually unanimous vote also 
the 
imp eachment 
tribunal 
decided 
that Sulzer should not be p unished 
by disqualification to hold office of 
honor and trust in this state in the 
future. 
This would have been the extreme 
p enalty under the law. 
Probably the most dramatic fea­ 
ture was the serving of the cop y of 
the court’s order of removal on the 
ousted executb e.

Sulzer took the p ap er, crump led it 
in his hand, p aled slightly , threw the 
document on the table without read­ 
ing It and said: 
"Good; 1 thank y ou, sergeant.” 
The whole transaction was over in 
leBS than two minutes.

Waterloo, la., Oct. 18.—"For genera­ 
tions the national banks have held 
the government’s money in return for 
contributions to camp aigns and sup ­ 
p ort of the Rep ublican p arty ,” said 
Secretary of State William Jennings 
Bry an at the state dairy show, in an 
address devoted to President Wilson’s 
administrative 
measures. 
He 
was 
sp eaking of the p ending currency bill. 
"The currency bill is the most re­ 
markable currency measure that we 
have ever had,” he said. 
"It gives to 
the bankers enough to make them 
hap p y and doesn’t enable them to tak' 
enough to make the p eop le miserable. 
"There is one feature about this bill 
that should win the sup p ort of every 
banker doing a 
legitimate hanking 
business. 
Heretofore it has been nec­ 
essary to p ut up bonds to secure gov­ 
ernment money , but by the p rovisions 
of the new bill the government loans 
money without requiring bonds. 
It 
lets the regional bank take collateral 
from the banks within the zone and 
zone banks p ut their guarantee on the 
collateral. 
"This enables the government to p ut 
Into a community more money than it 
takes out. 


Governm ent W ill Issue Money. 
“The government asks In 
return 
something that every banker should 
be willing to concede, namely , that 
the government 
should 
Issue 
the 
money itself. 
Why let the banks is­ 
sue the money in times of p eace, when 
the government must issue it in time 
of trouble 
The p resident has taken 
the 
p osition 
that 
the 
government 
should issue the money and I think 
he is right. 
"I also believe the banks can very 
well concede this p oint when they 
consider the benetits they 
receive 
through not having to p urchase bonds 
as security . 
And they will have to 
concede this p oint whether they want 
to or not. 
"There is one p oint on which the 
bankers are divided. 
It is whether 
the board that controls 
the 
(* ie 
shall consist of bankers or govern­ 
ment officials.” 
On the Income tax law he said: 
"I have been called an anarchist 
for advocating the income tax more 
than for any one thing I have ever 
advocrted. 
Because I favored a 2 p er 
cent ta\, with an exemp tion of $4,000 
and no graduation, they called me 
a demagogue and a disturber of the j 
p eace and accused me of try ing to | 
stir up the p oor p eop le against the , 
rich. 
That is w h 't they did nineteen i 
y ears 
ago, 
but 
this 
country 
is 1 
changed. 
"We now have an 
income 
tax 
ranging from 1 
p er 
cent to 7 p er 
cent.”

The twenty -eight men rep resented 
the entire p ersonnel of the admiralty 
board, 
which 
was to conduct the 
iinal trial of the dirigible looking to 
its accep tance by the government as 
a new unit of the German aerial navy , 
the p ilot and crew and Invited guests. 
Every p erson that went aloft in the 
big airship is dead. 
Twenty -seven of them were killed 
almost instantly . 
One man, Lieuten­ 
ant Baron von Bleul of 
the 
Queen 
Augusta grenadier guards, a guest of 
the sidfcniralty board, was extricated 
alive 
from 
the 
mass 
of 
twisted 
wreckage. 
His ey es were burned out 
and he suffered other terrible hurts. 
Begging his rescuers to kill him 
and end bis sufferings he was taken 
to a hosp ital, where he died. 
The “L II ,” had it p roved success­ 
ful, would have been attached to the 
aerial corp s of the navy , which now 
has only two men trained to com­ 
mand airship s. 
The official rep ort of the accident 
say s the exp losion was due to the 
ignition of gas in or above the for­ 
ward gondola, but not within the body 
of the airship .

Husband Denies Jealousy W e s Motive 
for Crime. 
Chicago, Oct. 18.—William C. Ellis, 
the Cincinnati leather merchant who 
was found in a Chicago hotel room 
where lay the body of his wife, con- 
iesed to a coroner's Jury that he had 
killed the woman and was held to the 
grand Jury , charged with murder.

Tillm an and Coxey to the Front W ith 
Predictions 
Made 
Eighteen 
Years 
A go— Old Ideas Still Good Today.

Washington. Oct. 18. — [Sp ecial.] 
There alway s will l>e a lot of discus­ 
sion about the civil service law and 
ap p arently some members of congress 
would wip e it out if they could do so 
without the necessity of a record vote. 
Time and again I have seen the ap p ro­ 
p riation for the civil service commis­ 
sion cut out when the house was in 
committee of the whole where there 
could not be a record vote, but it was 
restored when the y eas and nay s were 
called. 
The civil service law will stay , and 
it will p rotect a great many p eop le In 
the government service who have no 
influence nor p olitical p ull. It will also 
keep in service many p ersons who 
should no doubt be retired in the in­ 
terest of good business, but the gov­ 
ernment of the United States is not 
run on good business p rincip les. 


Dem ocrats Are Justified. 
The Democrats are justified in their 
comp laints that as at p resent constitut­ 
ed the government service is over­ 
whelmingly Rep ublican. 
That comes 
about naturally , as the Rep ublicans 
had control of the government for six­ 
teen y ears, and a large p rop ortion « ¡f 
the ap p ointees under President Cleve­ 
land turned Rep ublicans In the first j 
liry an camp aign or during the subse­ 
quent y ears. 
The Democrats came 
Into p ower last sp ring and found the 
federal service occup ied by their p o­ 
litical op p onents. 
Many of them are 
p rotected by the civil service rules, 
p articularly in the smaller p laces. 
But the real grievance of the Demo­ 
crats Is that even at this distance 
from March 4 many of the best p laces 
in the government are still In p osses­ 
sion of Rep ublicans, p laces, too, that I 
are not under the civil service. 
Many 
of them are p ositions of imp ortance, 
and. what is more, the Democratic 
beads of dep artments declare they are 
not going to^histurb these men, who 
are first class officials, slinp ly because 
they are Rep ublicans. 
To Democrats 
who worked so hard for victory last 
fall this seems the greatest kind of 
hardship . 
Its U sual W ay. 
One of those out of order debates 
was going along in the senate and Sen­ 
ator La Toilette Interp osed a question 
of order, inquiring how the debate was 
p roceeding. 
"The chair can only answer,” rep lied 
Vice President Marshall, "that It Is 
p roceeding, as about every thing does 
in the senate of the United States, by 
common consent.” 
The senators do not like the little 
flings which the vice p resident takes 
at their old traditions and methods of 
p rocedure. 


Coxey, Eighteen Years After. 
Senator Tillman has p ublished his 
“Eighteen Years After." and at the 
same time J. 8. Coxey has come along 
with his "Eighteen Years After.” The 
"general” of the famous "army ” want­ 
ed to tell what be thought ought to be 
done about finance. And, by the way , 
he did not have such a bad Idea eight­ 
een y ears ago. He wanted $500,000,000 
in greenbacks issued to sp end on good 
roads. 
Of course It would have been 
flat money , but the money would have 
been Just as good as the p resent green­ 
backs; it would have been in circula­ 
tion, and we would have had some good 
roads before the automobile Industry 
made us build them. 


Bartlett W a s Serious. 
The few members of the house who 
stay ed to bear Jim Maun read the 
baseball bulletins were amused when 
Congressman Bartlett of Georgiu fum­ 
ed und p rotested against the Indecor­ 
ous method of p rocedure. 
The house 
was without a quorum, could do no 
business, and It Is generally a time of 
easy going methods. Oftentimes more 
buffoonery Is Indulged In than reading 
bnsebull news. 
The Georgia congressman believed 
tbut the house should not indulge In 
any thing twit the business before It. 


Women Are Helping. 
Women are help ing along tin* “gny e- 
ty of nations'* p rogram of the national 
capital. 
The women are getting Into 
p olitics and many other things that 
they did no t worry about a few y ears 
ugo. 
Besides the usual feminine rows 
In the big women’s patrio tic so cieties 
which we have every sp ring, the vari­ 
ous women’s Demo cratic cluhe hav e 
been having a gala time over their 
efforts to "g et next” or "solid,” us the 
case may be. with the new Demo cratic 
administration as represented by the 
"first lady of the land.” 
In additiou to these rows, which are 
more social than p olitical, there Is the 
strife between the woman suffragists 
and the Uu 
. which has been going 
on with a great deal of vigor, p articu- 
n !y In the suffragist camp aign. 
Tie 
op p osing force® have been more mild, 
more easy going in their methods, but 
are making nn imp ression.

eral Huerta's intention to resign the 
p rovisional p residency . 
Mr. Lind has advised the p resident 
that if the information that has come 
tc him is reliable the United States 
may be called up on indirectly to in­ 
dicate whether it will 
recognize or 
op en negotiations with Huerta’s suc­ 
cessor. 
Ap p arently various names are be­ 
ing suggested and ac cep tability to the 
American government, it is thought, 
might influence the final choice. 
Sp eeches in congress and other sug­ 
gestions for an armed p rotectorate 
over 
Mexico 
in 
conjunction 
with 
other nations were met by high ad­ 
ministration officials with the declara­ 
tion that such an act would imp air 
the sovereignty of Mexico. 
Attention was called to President 
Wilson's original instructions to Mr. 
Lind, in which he said the sovereignty 
of Mexico must be resp ected. 
It was declared by those who know 
President Wilson’s attitude that no 
matter what emergency may arise, 
even though drastic measures axe 
eventually required to comp ose the 
situation In Mexico, the p resent ad­ 
ministration at Washington will not 
interfere in any way with the sov­ 
ereign or territorial rights of Mex­ 
ico.

Most Government Positions Filled by 
Republicans Who Cannet Be Ousted. 
Tillman and Coxey to the Front With 
Predictions 
Made 
Eighteen 
Years 
Ago— Old Ideas Still Good Today.

Washington. Get. 18.— [Special.] — 
There always will be a lot of discus­ 
sion about tile civil service law aud 
apparently some members of congress 
would wipe It out if they could do so 
without the necessity of a record vote. 
Time and again I have seen the appro­ 
priation for the civil service commis­ 
sion cut out when the house was in 
committee of the whole where there 
could not be a record vote, but it was 
restored when the yens and nays were 
called. 
The civil service law will stay, and 
it will protect a great many people in 
the government service who have no 
Influence nor political pull. It will also 
keep In service many persons who 
should no doubt be retired In the In­ 
terest of good business, but the gov­ 
ernment of the United States Is not 
run on good business principles. 


Democrats Are Justified. 
The Democrats are justified in their 
complaints that as at present constitut­ 
ed the government service is over­ 
whelmingly Republican. 
That cornea 
about naturally, as the Republicans 
had control of the government for six­ 
teen years, and a large proportion of 
the appointees under President Cleve­ 
land turned Republicans In the first 
Bryan campaign or during the subse­ 
quent years. 
The Democrats came 
into power last spring and found the 
federal service occupied by their po­ 
litical opponents. 
.Many of them are 
protected by the civil service rules, 
particularly in the smaller places. 
But the real grievance of the Demo­ 
crats is that even at this distance 
from March 4 many of the best places 
in the government are still in posses­ 
sion of Republicans, places, too, that 
are not under the civil service. 
Many 
of them ure positions of importance, 
and. what is more, the Democratic 
heads of department* declare they are 
not going to^listurb these men, who 
are first class officials, simply because 
they are Republicans. 
To Democrats 
who worked so hard for victory last 
fall this seems the greatest kind of 
hardship. 
Its Usual Way. 
One of those out of order debates 
was going along in the senate and Sen­ 
ator La Follette Interposed a question 
of order, inquiring how the debate was 
proceeding. 
“The chair can only answer,” replied 
Vice President Marshall, "that it Is 
proceeding, as about everything does 
in the senate of the United States, by 
common consent.” 
The senators do not like the little 
flings which the vice president takes 
at their old traditions and methods of 
procedure.

In his complaint Rathbun declares 
that on May 1, 1913, while he and 
his wife were maintaining their home 
at Ilemidji, her relatives “ wrongful­ 
ly and maliciously conspiring and 
contriving and intending to injure 
the plaintiff and to deprive him of 
said wife’s comport, society , aid, as­ 
sistance 
and 
affections, 
wilfully , 
wrongfully , unlawfully 
and 
mali­ 
ciously induced, persuaded, assisted 
and enticed the said plaintiff’s wife 
away from and to leave the plaintiff 
and her then home and residence 
with th e plaintiff.' 
Detectives have at length located 
Mrs. Rathbun and her child at a pri­ 
vate m aternity hospital in Duluth, 
where she had been for twenty -one 
day s while Mr. R athbun was endeav­ 
oring to locate her. 
During all this 
time, say Swanson & Swanson, of this 
city , who are attorney s for Mr. R a th ­ 
bun. tne birth records of Duluth had 
no entry regarding the child’s birth.
